es in Sack-cloth. And O magnified be .his Name, and everlaſt- 
ingly praiſed and renowned be his holy Power and Arm, by which 
he hath reached unto us, and brought Salvation near us : For he 
Fath found us out, and hath-heard our folitary Cryes, the deep 
and mournkiff Supplications of onr bowed Spirits, when we were 
as the little filly Dove without its Mate, and the lonely Pelican 
inthe Wildernel: ; when we were ready to cry out , Is there none 
to ſave, is there none to help O when ſhall the Time, & Times and 
Half a Time be finiſht | when ſhallthe One Thouſand, Two Hux- 
dared and S;xty Dayes be accompliſht | and when ſhall the Abominati- 
1, that ſtands inthe Holy Place, becaſt out | when ſhall the Cap- 
+.vity of the People be turned back! O when ſhallBabylon come snto 
Remumbrance before God ; Dragen, Beaſt and Falſe Prophet be caſt 
into the Lake! And when ſhall the Law go forth ont of Sion, aud 
the Word of the Lord out of Jeruſalem! When ſhalSion become the 
Foy and Jeruſalem the Praiſe of the whole Earth | And when ſpall the 
the Earth be covered with the Knowledge of the. Lord, as the Waters 

eover the Sea | 
Friends, Tae Lord of Heaven and Earth hath heard our Cryes, 
and the full time is come, yea, the appointed time is come, and 
the Voice of the Eternal Spirit in our Hearts kath been heard on 
this wiſe many a time, Awake thou that ſleepeſt, and I will-give thee 
Life : ariſe out of the Duſt, and ſhine; for thy Light is come, and . 
the Glory of the Lord is riſen upon thee. Ard the Lord God hath 
given us that Light by which we have comprehended the Darkneſs 
1 ourſelves and in the World: andas we have believed init,dwelt 
init, and walkedin it, wehavereceived Power to overcome the 
Evil one in all his Appearances in ourfelves; and faithfully and 
boldly to teſtific againſt him in» the: World. And the Blood of 
_ Jefos-inthis holy way of the Light have we felt inourSouls, to 
cleariſe us from all Unrighteouſnels; : and given us to know the 
- Myftery of the Fellowfhip of the Goſpel one with another, which 
ſands in Life and immortality. And here we: —— boly 
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houſhold and fomwily 4to Cod, that Hive'in his Prefence Day and 
Night todo his Will, as becometh kis redeemed and rantomed 
C..ildren by the moſt precious Blood of his Son, and no more ro 
return to F@.ly. 

And Friends, Let it never paſs out of our Remembrance, wht 
onr God hath dcne for ua, ſince be hath made #4 4 People: Hath any 
Weapon formed againſt us, profpered ? hath he called us, and 
not protected us? bath he given Power to conceive, and not to 
brins forth ? | ach he not ſheltered us in many a Storm ? did he c- 
yer leayc us under the Reproaches and Con:radiions of men ? 
nay, hath he not ſpoken Feace tous? were weever caft out by 
men, and he forſook us? no, tie Lord hath taken us up: were 
weever in Derifion, and he viſited us not ? hungry, and he fed 
usnot? naked, and he clothed usnot ? or have we been ſick, and 
he came not toſee us? when were the Goals ſocloſe,that he could 
not come in? and the Dungeons ſodark, that he cauſed nor his 
Light to ſhin ugonus? O nay; hehath never left us, nor for- 
ſaken us; yea, he hath provided richly forus; he hath brought us 
into the Wilderncſs, not to ſtarve us, but to try us; yet not a- 
bove our meaſure: For he fed us with Manna from on high, with 
pure Honey and Water out of the Rock, and gave us his g90d 
Spirit to ſuſtain us: By Night he was a Pillar of Fire to us, to 
comfort us; and by Day aPillar of Cloud to hide and ſhelter us. 
He awas the Shadow of a mighty Rock, that followed us; and we 
never wanted a Brook by the way to refreſhus Was God gocd 
to /ſrael outward ? much more hath he abounded to his ſpiritual 
Iſrael, the proper Seed and Off-fpring of himfelf. O the noble 
Deeds and valiant As that he hath wrought in ourday for our 
Deliverance ! He hath cauſed One to chaſe Ten, and Ten an Hun- 
&r:d, and a Hundred a Thouſand many a time. None hath been 
able to ſhatch us out of his Hands, who abode in his Truth. For 
though the Winds have blown, and the Sea bath raged, yet bath 
he rebuked the Winds and the Sea for his Seed*s fake : h2 hath ſaid 
to the Winds, Beftill; and to the Sea, Thus far fhalt thoucome, 
and ne farther. Hehath caſt up a high Way for his Ranſomed to 
walk in, fo plain, *that though a Fool he ſhall not-err therein. 
This is the Light, in which all the Nations of them that are ſaved 
rauſt walk forever 
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And therefore, Friends, Let us ſtay our Minds in the Light of 
the Lord forever; and let the Awe, Fear and Dread of the Al- 
mighty dwell in us; andlet his holy Spirit be known to be a Ce- 
vering to us, that from the ſpirit of this World we may be chaſt- 
ly kept and1preſerved unto God, inthe holy Light and ſelf-deny- 
ing Life of Jeſus, who hath offered up himſelf once for all, leaving 
us an Exanple, that we ſhould alſo follow his ſteps; that as he our 
dear Lord and Maſter, fo we his Servants and Friends and Chil- 
cren might by the eternal Spirit offer up ourſelves to God in Bo- 
dy, in Soul and in Spirit, which are his; that we may be his 
Workmanſhip, created in Chriſt Jeſus a Works, to the 
Praiſe of him that hath called us; which Calling is an high and an 
h »ly Calling by the eternal Light and Spisit in our Conſciences. 
O that it mig{ t forever remain 1n high Eſteemation with us; and 
that it may be the daily Watch and Travail of us all, in the Pre- 
ſence of the holy living God,that hath called us,to'make our great 
Call and Ele&tion fure, which many having negleGted todo (who 
have been convinced by the blefſed Light and Truth of Chriſt Je- 
{us revealed in their hearts,and who for a time have walked among 
us) have been overcome by the Spirit of this World; and turn- 
ed their Fands from the Plough, and deſerted the Camp of the 
Lord, and gove back into E:ypr again, whereby the Heathens 
have blaſpheied, and the Way and People of the Lord greatly 
haveſuffered. : 

Therefore, O my dear Friends and Brethren, in the Senſe of 
that Life and Power, trat God from Heaven fo gloriouſly hath 
diſpenſed amongſt us, and by which he hath given us multiplyed 
Afforances of his Loving-kindnefs unto us, and crowned us toge- 
ther with heavenly Dominion, and in which my Spirit is at this 

time broken before the Lord, do I moſt earneſtly intreat you 
ro watch continually, leſt any of you, that have taſted of the good 
Word of God, and the Powers of the World to come, fall by 
Temptation; and by Careleſneſs and Negle& tempt the livin 
God to with-draw his fatherly Viſitation trom any of you; an 
finaMy, to deſert fuch : for the Lord our God is a jealous God, 
and he will not give his Glory unto another. He hath given to 
Man all, but Manhimfelf he hath reſerved for his own peculiar 


Service, 


Service, to build him up a glorious Temple to himſelf » fo that 
we are bought with a Price, and we are not our own. 

Therefore let us cqntinually watch, and ſtand in awe, that we 
grieve not his koly Spirit, nor turn his Grace inte Wantonneſs - 
But aN of uslet us wait, and that in a holy travail of Spirit, to 
know our ſelves ſealed by the Spirit of Adoption, unto the Day 
of our compleat Redemption; when not only all our Sins, but 
all Sorrows, Sighings and Tears ſhall be wiped away from our 
Eyes; and Everlaſting Songs of Joy and Thaakſpgivings ſhall me- 
lodiouſly fill our Hearts to God, that ſits upon the Throne, and - 
to his bleſſed immaculate Lamb, who by his moſt precious Blood 
ſhall have compleatly redeemed us from the Earth, and written 
our Names in the Book of Life. 

Friends, . The Spirit of the Lord hath often brought you into 
my Remembrance, ſince | have been in this defolate Land, and 
with Joy unutterable have I had ſweet and precious Fellowſhip 
with you in the Faith of Jeſus, that overcometh the World : 
For, though abſent in Body, yet preſent in him that is Omni- 
preſent. AndI can truly fay, you are very near an1 very dear 
unto me; and the Love that God hath raiſed in my heart unto 
you, ſurpaſſes the Love of Women. And our Teſtimony, Iam 
well ſatisfied, is ſealed up together. And I am well aſſured, that 
all that love the Zsghr ſhall endure to the End throughout all 
Tribulations, and in the End obtain eternal Salvation. 

And now,Freends, as I have been travailing in tl.is dark and foli- 
tary Land,the great Work of the Lordin the Earth has been often 
preſented unto my view,and theDay of the Lord hath been deeply 
upon me, and my Soul and Spirit hath frequently been poſſeſſed 
with an holy and wage Concern for the Glory of the Name of 
the Lord,. and the ipreading of his everlaſting Truth, and the 
Proſperity of it through all)Nations, that the very Ends of the 
Earth may look to him, and may know Chriſt the Light to be gi- 
ven to them ſox their Salvation: And when the ſenſe of theſe 
things hath been deeply upon me, an holy and ftrong Cry God 
hath raiſed in my Soul to him, That we, who have known thus fa- 
_ from on High, and who have beheld the Day of the 
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and full of Truth, and havrbeheld his Glory, and confeſſed it to be 
the Glory of the only begotten Son of God; and who by Otedience to 
his Appearance are become the Children of Lizht, and of the Day, 
and as the Firſt Fruits to God after this loxug Night of Apoſtacy, 
miht forever walk and dwell in his holy Covenant, Chriſt Teſua, the 
Lizht of the World., becauſe in him we have alwayes Peace, but out 
of him comcrall the Trouble. 

And whilſt this heavenly Senſe r-Rted with me, the Lord God, 
that made me, and called me by kis Grace unto Salvation, laid it 
upon me, to viſit you inan holy Exhortation, And itis the Ex- 
hortation of my life at this time, in the-earneſt and fervent Moti- 
on of the Power and Spirit of Jelus, to beleech you all, who are 
turned to the Light of Chriſt, that ſhineth in your heasts, and 
believe init, That you carefully and faithfully walk in it, in the 

fame Dread, Awe and Fear, in which you b:gan; that that holy 
Po7erty of Spirit, thatis precious in the _ of the Lord, in the 
dayes of your firſt love, may dwell and reſt with you; that you 
may daily feel the ſame heavenly Hunger and Thirſt, the ſame 
Lonline, and Humility of Mind, the ſame Zeal and Tendernefs, 
and the ſame Sincerity and Love unfeigned, that God may fill you 
out of his heavenly Treafure with the Riches of Life, andcrown 
you with holy Vitery and Dominion over the.god and ſpirit of 
this World, that your Alpha may be your Omega, and your An- 
thor your Finiſher, and your firſt Love your laſt Love; that ſo 
none may make ſhipwzack of Faith, and of a good Conſcience, 
nor faint by-the way. And as in this ſtate we are kept in holy 
Watchfulneſs to God, as inthe beginningz- the Table which our 
heavenly Father ſpreads, and the Bleſſings with which he compal- 
ſeth us about, ſhall not become a Snare unto us, nor ſhall we turn 
the Grace and Mercies of the Lord into Wantonnefsz but we ſhall 
eat and drink in an holy Fear, apparel ourſelves in Fear, buy and 
Tell in Fear, viſit one another inFear; keep Meetings, and there 
wait upon the Lord in Fear : yea, whatſocyer we take inhand to 
do, it ſhall be in the holy Fear of God, and with an holy Ten- 
derneſs of his Glory, and Regard to the Proſperity of his Truth-: 
yea, we ſhall deny our ſelves not only in the unlawful things, bt in 
the things that are evenlawful to us, for the ſake of the many Mi- 
lions that are unconverted'to God. For 
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For my Friends and licks, G2 hath laid uponus (whom. 
he hath honoured with the beginning of his great Work in the 
World) the care both of this Age, and of tie Ages to come ; 
that they may walk, as they have us for Examples, yea, the 
Lord God hath choſen you to place his Name in you; the Loxd 
hath entruſted you with his Glory, that you mizht holdit: forth 
. to all Nations; and that the generations unborn may call you 
Bleſſed. 

Therefore, let rone be Treacherous to tt e Lord, nor reward 
him evil for good ; nor betray his Cavſe directly by wilful wick- 
edneſs, nor indirectly by negligence, and unfaithfulnef. : But 
be zealous and val.ant for Truth on Earth; let none be floathful, 
or careleſs: O remember the floathful Servants State : And let 
the loving-kindneſs of the Lord overcome every Soul to faithfulnels 
For with him aze Riches and Honour, and every good thing ; and 
whither ſhould any go? he hath the words of Eternal Life _- 
let none looſe tt.eir Teſtimony, but hold itup for God; let th 
gift be never {o {mall; thy Teſtimony never 10 little. Through 
thy whole Conver'atien bear it for Ged; and be true to what 
thou art Convinced of : And wait all upon the Lord, that you 
may grow in your heavenly Teſtimony; that Life may fill your 
Hearts, your Houſes, and your Meetings, that you may daily 
wait to know, and to receive Power to do the Will of God en 
Earth, as it is in Heaven. 

And O! that the Crols of Jeſus may be in high and honourable 
Eſteem with every one; that the Liberty of all may ſtand in the 
Croſc, which alone Preſerveth; for it is the Power of God, that 
Crucifieth us to the world; and the world to us. And through 
Death way is made unto Life and Immortallity ; which by this 
bleſſed Croſs, the Goſpel, the Powes, is brought to Light: So 
ſhall the Seed of Life,that God hath ſown in our Hearts,grow;and 
in that Seed ſhall we all come to be Bleſſed, unto whom God 
hath appointed the Dominion over us: and it is good for all, 
to live under the Holy Government of it; for the wayes of it aro 
the wayesof pleaſantneſs, and all its Paths are Peace, and all that 
axe born of it, can ſay, Thy Scepter ts 4 Scepter of Righteonſneſs. 
And, O! that all Friends every where, . may continually bow un- 


to 


fo his righteous Scepter,” and keep-to his holy Law, which is 
written in their Hearts; that it may bea Lightto their Feer, and 
Iſaiah a Lanthorn to their Paths. So ſhall they come ta 
verſ. he ”® witneſ that holy Promiſe made good unto them, 

Rte That the Sjirit, which 1 bave groen unts him, the 
Seed: and the words, which I have put into bis Mouth, ſhall nct 
depart from him, nor from his Seed, nor from his Seeds Seed unts 
all Generations, 

Wherefore : Friends, redeem the time, becauſe the Dayes 
are Evil, God hath given youto ſee, they arefo: And be ye fſe- 
parated more and more, yea, perfedly ditentangled from the 
'Caresof this World. And be ye not cumbred with the many 
things; but ſtand looſe from the things, that areſcen, which-axe 
Temporal. 

And you, that are poor, murmur not; but be Patient, and 
truſtin the Lord, andſubmit ro his providence, and he will pro- 

'vide for you, that which is convenient for you, the dayes of your 
appointed time. And you that are Rich, keepin the moderati- 
on, and ſtrive not to multiply Earthly Treaſure, nor to heap up 
uncertain Riches to your ſelvesz but what God hath given you 
more then what is convenient for your own Uſe; wait for his 
wiſlom, to employ it for his Glory ; that you may he faithful 
'Srewards of this worlds Mamon, and the Lord God ſhall rewaxd 
into your Boſoms,of the riches of that Kingdom, that ſhall never 
have an end. 

O my Frienls and Brethren, whether Rich or Poor, in Bonds, 
or at Liberty, in whatſoever ſtate you are; the Salutation of the 
univerſal Life of Jeſus is to you. And the Exhortation ts, to bow 
to what is made known unto you; and in the Light, by whic!: ye 
have received in meaſure the Knowledge of God, watch and wait 

diligently to the further Revelation of the mind and will of God 
unto you, that ye may be endued from on High with power and 
might in your inward Man,to anſwerthe call and requirings of the 
Lord, that ye may be enabled to make known to the Nations, 
what is the Riches of the glory of this bleſſed Myſtery in the 
Gemiles;, which is Chriſt Teſus the Light of the World in you the 
hope of glovy. For this I have to tell you in the Viſion of the Al- 
m'ghty,that the Day af the breaking up of theNations about Laer 
a 
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ati] of the ſounding of the Goſpef-Trumet unto the Intabitart: 
of the Earth, is aſkat the door: And they t atare wort':'y, who 
have kept their Habitation from the be-innin2 ; and have dwelt 
n the Unity of the Faith, that overcometh the world ; and have 
kept the BonJ of Peace : The Lord God will Impower and Spi- 
rit I to go forth with his Everlaſtins word and Teſtament ro 4- 
Waken, 4:a gather Ki dreds, Languages, and People tothe Glory 
of the riſing of the Gentiles Light ;, who is God's Salvation; unto the 
ends of the Earth. 

And I muſt tell you, that there is a B cathing, Hyngring, 
Seeking People, folitarily ſcattered up and down this great L1nd 
of Germany, where the Lord hath ſcn: me; and I believe itis the 
like in other Nations : And as the Lord hath laid it upon me with 
my Companion; to ſeek {ome of them out ; ſo have we found feve- 
ral indivers Places. An4 we have had many blefſed Opportuni- 
ties amongſt them, wherein our Hearts have greatly rejoyced; 
having been made deeply ſenfible of the love of God towards 
them,an1 of the great openneſs and tenderneſs of Spirit in them to 
receive the Teſtimony of Light and Life through us. And we 
have aſtedfaſt be'icf, that the Lord will carry onhis Work in this 
Land effeAvally ; and that he will raite up thofe, that ſhall be as 
Miniſters of his eternal Teſtament amongſt them. And O ! our 
deſire is, that God would put it into the Hearts of many of his 
faithful Witneſſes, to viſit the In'"abitants of this Country,where 
God hath a great Seed of People to be gathered; that his work

And it is under the deep and weighty ſenſe of this approaching

And itis a Warning to all, that make mention of the Name of 
t! e Lord in thi> Diſpenſation he hath brougl.tus to : That they 
have a care how they let out their minds in any wiſe to pleaſe the 
tuſts of the Eye, the luſts of the Fleſh, and the Pride of life ; 
which arc not of the Father, but of this World, leſt any be ex- 
alted in a liberty, that maketh the Croſs of Jeſus of none effe& ; 
and the offence thereof to ceaſe : For fuch will become as Salt 
thathathloſt its ſavour; and at laſt will he trod under the Feet of 
God and Men. For the Lord will withdraw his daily preſence, 
and the Fountain wi'l come to be ſealed up ; and the Well of Sal- 
vation be ſtopped agair, 

Taerefore, as all would rejoyce in the joy of God's Salvation; 
let them wait for the ſaving Power, and dwell in it; that, 
knowinz the Myſtery of the work of Regeneration, Chriſt for- 
mee in them the hope of their glory; t ey may be able in the 
motion of him, that hAth begotten them through death to life, 
to goforth an4 declare the way of Life and Salvation.

Wherefore, while it is to day, hearken to his Voice, and har- 
den not your Hearts; and makeno bargains for your $-lt, neithcr 
conſult with Fleſh and Blood - Butlet the Lord be your Lig' t, 
and your Salvation; let him be the ſtrength of your lite, and the 
length of your Dayes.

Lord; thoſe that are born after the fleſh,warring againſt thoſe that 
are bornafter the Spirit: Cain againſt Abel, the Old World a- 
gainſt Noah, Sodomites againſt Lot, Hagar againſt Sarah, Iſh- 
mz againſt Iſaac, Eſau againſt Jacob, Egyptians againſt 1/rac- 
lires, the falſe Prophets againſt the true Prophets, as //aiah, 7e- 
remizh, & c. The Fews under the Profeſſion of the Letter of the 
Law againſt Chriſt,that came to fulfil the Law, and all his ſpiritual 
followers and Diſciples : And all the falfe Apoſtate Chriſtians 
a£ainſt the true and Spiritual Chriſtians,and Martyrs of Jeſus. 

So, your confli is for the ſpiritual Appearance of Chriſt Je- 
ſus againſt thoſe that profeſs him in words, but in Works and 
Converſations every Cay deny him; doing Deſpight to the Spi- 
rit of grace in themſelves, and thoſe that are led by it. But 
though Geg and Magog ſhall gather themſelves together tolay 
waſte the City of God; yet the Lord hath determined. their de- 
ſtrution, and he will bring it to pals. 

Wherefore rejoyce, O though little Hill of God, and clap thy Hands 
for Foy}, for he that is faihf at and true, Tuſt and Righteous, and 
able to deliver thee, dwells inthe midſt of thee : Who will cauſe thee 
to grow and increaſe ill thou become a great Mountain; till thou be- 
comeſt the pratſe of the whole Farth, and the whole Earth be filled 
with thy Glory. . .
